Amtrak scheduled a special inaugural run of | broke a bottle of Massachusetts champagne 


its new Boston-Washington via Inland Route 
train, the BAY STATE for Sat., Oct 20, a full 
eight days ahead of revenue service introduc- 
tion, probably due to a rash of new service in- 
troductions—the CAROLINIAN, VIRGINIAN, 
and the CONNECTICUT YANKEE. 

| arrived at Bosten’s South Station about 
8:30am after crossing the street from the 
Trailways station, having left my car at Spring 
field Amtrak station to drive home that even- 
ing and riding an early express Peter Pan bus to 
Boston. South Station, the only one of three 
Boston raiiroad stations currently open, is just 
barely that. Half the tracks on the west side 
have been removed and the interior is being 
gutted for renovation into an intermodal ter- 
minal, Things are so bad inside that ceremon- 
ies were to take place outside on the platform 
at 9am on track 15. 1 had received my tickets 
by mail on Wedneday, but for anyone who had 
not, there was a stack of complimentary ones on 
a table by the bumper post. 

At about 8:40am—35mins late on a loose 
schedule—the NIGHT OWL arrived, disgorging 
what seemed like a couple hundred passengers. 
The $19 off-peak NY-Boston one way (Fri, Sat 
Sun) fare seemed to be working. Along came 
George and Marilyn Armeit of Brooklyn, who 
had come up the night before on a packed 
COLONIAL and stayed over in Boston. They 
were representing NARP Region I! Directors 
and the Empire State Passengers Association on 
the trip. Representing NARP Region | along 
with myself was Chris Hunyiker of Bridgeport 
CT. Former NARP Director Bill Ensign of 
WeEstfield MA then arrived. Next to arrive was 
Elliott Hawkes of Westford MA with his parents. 
He was taking the train, they weren't, just driv- 
ing him to Boston, but they wanted to inspect 
and photograph the train, which consisted of 
two F40PH locomotives, two 84-seat Amcoaches, 
one Amdinette, two 84-seat Amcoaches, one 
Heritage lounge, one 94-seat Amcoach, one 60- 
seat logrest Amcoach for the press, one 10/6 
sleeper, and private car Lehigh Valley 353 “The 
Black Diamond” on the rear. A brand new drum 
-head was designed for the service, with a silhou- 
ette of the Capito! Dome and of the Minuteman 
figure suprimposed to designate Boston-Washing- 
ton service. 

Shortly after 9am, Dick Duggan, Amtrak Div 
-ision Superintendent, started things off by intro- 
ducing Miss Boston. Also introduced was Ernest 
C. Cross, Conrail’s infamous Division Superinten- 
dent, who gave a brief history of the Inland 
Route from the 1800s on and hoped for more 
passenger trains over his railroad. Matt Coogan 
of Mass DOT spoke next, representing Governor 
Dukakis, speaking of his administration’s com- 
mitment to rail passenger service in the state. 
Amtrak VP Bill Norman spoke, saying that Am- 
trak had justfinished its best year in history and 
quoted many statistics to prove it. Finally, 
Kathy Flynn, wife of Boston Mayor Ray Flynn, 
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(never heard of it beforejover the coupler of car 
353 for a sendoff. 

We boarded and left promptly at 9:45am. 
Three things became apparent quickly— First, 
Rule G was out, second the smoking lamp was 
lighted, and three, no one would starve to death 
on this run. In other words, there was unlimited 
champagne, anyone could smoke anywhere, and 
food was being almost force-fed in a desire to use 


it up. Peter Welsh, Amtrak's New England passen- . 


ger service director, had hand-picked his best on- 
board service people, plus two train chiets and 
himself to run the train. Service was flawless. 

Qut of South STation, apple cider and su-- 
gar donuts were served, followed by the cham- 
pagne. Passing Back Bay Station, the high-lev- 
el platforms were seen now under construction 
for the Shoreline trains. A quick run to Well- 
esley Square station for our first stop, the only 
station that never had Amtrak service before. 
Amtrak picked this of the three Wellesley 
MBTA stops because it has the best parking 
is downtown, and near a couple of colleges 
that should generate traffic. Both local and 
on-train dignitaries spoke to a crowd of about 
200 peopel. Aitho it was only 10:30am, it was 
already in the 70's on this beautiful day, and 
was getting more humid as the comprssors on 
our train’s ait conditioners hummed in the back 
-ground. 

We re-boarded the train for Framingham, 
and trays of meatballs, chicken pieces and egg 
rolls were served. Arrival in Framingham was 
on time as a total of four hours had been ailot- 
ted for the 98-mile run to Springfield. There 
was a smaller crowd there, as the town already 
has Amtrak service plus about 25 MBTA 
trains each day. The old station is closed and 
only the platforms are used. The downtown 
area is decaying, due mostly to suburban shop- 
ping malls on route 9 on the outskirts. Depart- 
ure was at 11:10am, and the ride to Worcester 
was about 30mins. At Worcester, several bun- 
dred people were milling about the station, 
munching on cream-filled donuts, waiting for 
our arrival. The station, built for the LAKE 
SHORE, is just east of the old NY Central 
station almost under the 1-290 twin bridges. 
Easy access to that highway which serves one 
of the fastest-growing high-tech areas of the 
state is essential to the success of this train, 
as it is the largest new community served by 
this particular train. The crowd was enthusiastic 
as 10 free trips on the new train were awarded 
as door prizes in a drawing conducted by Bill 
Norman. There is no truth to the rumor that 
Bob Gall was one of the winners of a one-way 
ticket! 

Leaving at 12:05pm, lunch was served, corn 
sisting of roast beet or ham sandwiches, mini- 
salad bar, and soft drinks, coffee or champagne. 
Retiring to car 353 with Elliott, we observed a 
massive installation of new welded rail. Ernie 
Cross told us his entire division will be all CWR

VIA RAIL TIMETABLE CHANGES: The 58-page VIA system timetable effec- 
tive Oct 28, pictures an LRC train in a placid scene, perhaps between Toronto and 
Montreal, on its cover. It was available in Ontario the week of Oct 15, altho agents 
were reluctant to distribute it. There are few major changes. 

i EASTERN CANADA 

Only the Bishops Falls-Corner Brook train remains in Newfoundland; all others 
have been discontinued. The Moncton-Edmondston service is added, as expected. — 
Westbound no. 619 lvs Moncton 6:30pm, ars Edmondston 11pm, MWF only. East- 
bound no. 626 WF only lvs 7am, ars 11:35am; No. 628 Sunday lvs Spm, ars 9:35pm. 
There are slight adjustments to 14-15, 16-17 west of Riviere-du-Loup (less than 10- 


min changes). CORRIDOR 

All Rapidos are now LRC trains except west of Toronto. 

All Montreal-Quebec trains via Drummondville operate in less than 2hr, 45 min 
times; departure times unchanged. 

Slight adjustments (no more than 15 mins) to all north shore trains. - 

Reduction in Montreal-Ottawa service: no. 32-33 (midday), reduced to 4 days/wk 
last summer, are now Sunday only. Despite the. claim in the preface to the. timetable 
of a 3-hr frequency, there is a. midday gap now (except Sunday) of 4hrs, 15mins. 
Some other slight adjustments and speedups. — 

Ottawa-Toronto changes (discontinuing of night train, new morning train) are 
now effective Jan 7, since this is still under CTC investigation. If approved, new 
morning train will run thru to Toronto rather than merely to Kingston as previously 
proposed. 

Existing Ottawa-Toronto rapido now runs in under 4hrs due to completed track- 
work near Smiths Falls. 

No. 65 Montreal-Toronto now leaves at 1:15pm instead of 12:25pm. No. 62 & 
64 at 11am and Ipm'from Toronto instead of 10:30am and 12:30pm. 

Somespeedups, including 10-15mins in all trains west of Toronto. Other minor 
changes, none more than 20 minutes. 

AMTRAK CANADIAN SERVICES 

MONTREALER unchanged. ADIRONDACK returns to winter schedule (leave 
Montreal 1:35pm, arrive 10:35pm). MAPLE LEAF runs 20 mins later from Toronto 
(Iv 9:25am), 20 mins earlier from Niagara Falls (to take in account speedups east of 
el te Falls). INTERNATIONAL lvs Toronto 8:20am, speedup of 10 mins on CN; 
unchanged west of Port Huron (also unchanged on Sunday); eastbound lvs Chicago 
40 mins earlier at 9:45am with appropriate changes; no speedup on CN because of 
longer dwell time in Sarnia. 

NORTHERN ONTARIO AND QUEBEC 

No. 177 15mins earlier Ottawa-Sudbury. No. 7 Capreol-Winnipeg now runs 
Mon & Thu only. On Sat, no. 107 Ivs Capreol and runs on the same schedule to 
Sioux Lookout, where it arrives at 2:40am Sun and lays over until 3pm, arriving 
Winnipeg 10pm. Eastbound no. 8 runs Mon & Thu only from Winnipeg, Ivs 7pm, and 
on similar schedule as before to Capreol. On Fri, No. 108 lvs Winnipeg at 6pm (miss- 
ing Western connections by a few minutes), to Sioux Lookout, arriving 12:35am; lay- 
over until 1:15am Sun (24 hrs, 40 mins), ar Capreol 8:30pm. This bizarre schedule 
is to provide a Farlane campers-cottagers weekend train all year round. In fact, it was 
initiated Sep 5, altho the layover was at Armstrong then. This change was done 
without public notice or a hearing. 

WESTERN CANADA 

The only change is a minor adjustment (less than 10mins) of nos. 92-93 between 
The Pas and Thompson.

W REQUIRES that all passengers travel only on the date and train 
their ee ee for. ecieen ie being refused boarding, even on unres- 
erved” trains, if their tickets are not for the particular train, regardless of space 
available. At major terminals, tickets are scrutinized in detail before ee ak 
allowed access to the platform. Within a month, VIA will require Amtrak to observe 
the same rules for tickets it issues on behalf of VIA. This includes thru travel on 
the MAPLE LEAF and INTERNATIONAL. For example, a passenger buying a tic- 
ket from Amtrak for a trip Chicago-Toronto will only be issued a ticket Port Huron- 
Toronto if the VIA computer shows space is available. Regardless of this, the time- 
table still refers to “unreserved” trains; they are unreserved only in the sense that 
reservations cannot be made over the telephone. All VIA trains are now reserved. 

VIA HAS BANNED Anttrak from offering meal service in Ontario. The INTER- 
NATIONAL now follows the same practice as the MAPLE LEAF: meal service chan- 
ges at the border. This is VIA’s reaction to the superior meal service of Amtrak— 
hot, sit-down meals rather than the cold sandwiches VIA offers. Passengers were re- 
questing the Amtrak train for local trips in southwestern Ontario and raving about 
he meal service, to VIA’s annoyance. 

; RUMORS ARE FLYING about the restoration of the ATLANTIC. Some sources 
say it will be back in January; others are less optimistic. The Halifax Chronicle 
editorialized Oct 5 that the new Conservative government must redeem its promise 

to restore the train promptly. ~ 

OTTAWA REGIONAL TRANSPORTATION Committee has joined the list of 
groups opposing the discontinuance of the night trains between Ottawa and Toronto, 
now scheduled for Jan 7, according to an Ottawa Citizen report. The CTC still must 
rule on the matter. é; 

DUNDAS, ONTARIO STATION burned in early October. VIA is attempting to 
avoid replacing it, instead providing merely an illuminated shelter.

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TRANSPORT MINISTER MAZANKOWSKI in a Sep 28 address in Montreal said 
“I want to bring romance back to train travel. I want Canadians to be excited by 
the idea of going by train.” He stated, “The last spike was driven into Canadian: Pa- 
cific’s national railway Nov 7, 1885, making the 100th anniversary a little more than 


a year away. I want to make sure Canada remains a world leader in transportation 
for the next 100 years.” 


URBAN-SUBURBAN TRANSIT 


SAN FRANCISCO COMMUTE line may get an added frequency next year, pos- 
sibly at 7:10pm. The Oct 17 meeting of the CalTrain Citizens Advisory Committee 
discussed new marketing efforts for the line. A billboard reading “Traffic jam ahead? 
Take alternate route.” has been located in a heavy-traffic location on Hwy 101. The 
first 12 shells for new commuter cars have been completed in Japan; the cars will go 
into service in April. On-time performance of the service is now at 98.2%. A pro- 
posed new uniform design for the crew was discussed at the meeting, as well as a pro- 
posed consumer questionnaire. Next meeting is Dec 12 at 6:30pm at the SamTrans 
board room at 945 California Drive, Burlingame. 

PORTLAND’S LIGHT-RAIL LINE gave its first ride Oct 8 to 90 school children 
and to DOT Secretary Elizabeth Dole and local officials, tho the line is not open for 
revenue service yet. The run was from Ruby Junction Maintenance Center to an 
unfinished station a mile away, just west of downtown Gresham, a Portland suburb. 
Dole brought a check for $60.15 million, UMTA’s latest installment for the project, 
and seemed to enjoy the ride. 

BART SERVICE HALTED between Daly City and the Balboa Park station on 
Oct 16, resuming Oct 21, after an unexplained explosion in a power substation. 
The blast was believed caused by a heavy rainfall. 

SOUTH SHORE RAILROAD in early October was sold to a group of five Chi- 
cago businessmen in a $31.7 million deal. The Venango River Corp. was the pur- 
chasing company, and one of its owners, John Darling, will become chairman and 
chief executive Officer of the railroad. 

ST. LOUIS AREA light rail system got some welcome support early in October 
when a joint House-Senate committee agreed on $10 million in funding for the line. 
Whether the money will actually go to St. Louis remains to be seen, however, since 
UMTA does not support the project. The construction of a permanent Amtrak sta- 
tion for St. Louis is also tied to the success of the light rail line’s funding. 

THE UNFINISHED EMBARCADERO Freeway’s fate was the subject of a study 
released this month. The San Francisco freeway came to a halt in 1960, marking 
the beginning of the anti-freeway movement in the U.S. The $2.5 million study lists 
eight possible plans, the majority of them including the ideas of removing part of 
the freeway, between Beale and Broadway, and extending the Muni Metro to the 
SP (Caltrain) depot. A final decision may be made by March. 

NEW YORK TIMES columnist Sydney H. Schanberg on Oct 27 published an 
answer to a Westway highway project supporter who had written a letter in the 
Times Oct 24. Schanberg spoke of corruption underlying .the controversial highway 
plan, corruption now being tried in the courts. He accused the letter writer of trying 
to dismiss it all as ‘‘a few errors in judgment or differences of opinion.” The colum- 
nist described the project as “that grand highway boondoggle on the Hudson that 
would keep developers and contractors fat for years while starving the forgotten rid- 
ers of buses and subways.” : 


LAST TWO PUBLIC rail-highway grade crossings on the NE Corridor from Wash- 
ington to New Haven were ceremoniously closed Oct 19. The locations were Glen 
Dale Road and Hillmeade Road in Prince George County, Maryland. Amtrak speeds 
were increased from 80 to 110mph in the vicinity.The move was part of the NEC 
Improvement Project, and 32 of 49 Boston-Washington grade crossings have been 
now closed. page 7 


Last issue I summarized the most important Amtrak East Coast schedule changes 
effective Oct 28. Here are some more significant changes: 

Nearly all NE Corridor conventional trains have had their running times short- 
ened, from a few minutes to a half hour,-with 15mins about the average. The re- 
moval of baggage cars, a reduced level of track work, and less dwell time at Penn 
Station are the primary reasons. All Metroliner Service trains maintain their current 
running times. 

The BAY STATE made an inaugural press run from Boston to New Haven and 
back via the Inland Route on Sat, Oct 20. The operation calls for only 98 new train 
miles in each direction, between Boston and Springfield. Between Springfield and 
New Haven the train takes up an existing Connecticut Valley Service slot and at New 
Haven is combined southbound with no. 95, the COLONIAL (Mon-Fri) and no. 169 
the PATRIOT (Sat & Sun) all the way to Washington, and northbound with no, 94, 
the daily COLONIAL. The BAY STATE section carries the club car previously 
assigned to the Shore Line train. 

While no. 151, the SHORELINER, maintains its Boston-New York schedule, its 
opposite, no. 150, is downgraded to making all stops from New York to Boston with 
the exception of East Greenwich RI. The six additional stops add 17 minutes to the 
running time, and the train now leaves New York 20 minutes earlier, at 7:40am, ar- 
riving in Boston three minutes earlier at 12:06pm. The connecting train at New Ha- 
ven, the first of the day northbound, arrives at all Connecticut Valley stations over 
30 minutes eartier. 

The following train no. 190 (198 on Sat & Sun), the Philadelphia-Boston BENJA- 
MIN FRANKLIN, drops six stops between New York and Boston, arriving Boston 39 
minutes earlier on weekdays and 24 minutes earlier on Sat & Sun. 

Passengers wishing the earliest possible arrival time in Providence and Boston may 
take no. 12, the foodless FAST MAIL, from Penn Station daily, except Monday, at 
6:15am, stopping only at New Haven and Providence (arriving 1:15 earlier than no. 
150) and arriving Boston at 11:04am (1:02 earlier than 150). The running time is a 
slow 4 hrs, 59 mins due to its primary purpose, mail handling. 

No. 184, the VERRAZANO on Sat & Sun becomes no. 144, the CONNECTICUT 
YANKEE, leaving Washington at 2:30pm and running thru to Springfield, making all 
Connecticut Valley stops except Wallingford, offering an additional weekend train. 

In the opposite direction, no. 493 Connecticut Valley Service, on Sat & Sun, offers 
an additional later, last departure of the day at 7:01pm from Springfield, connecting 
with no. 193, the BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, at New Haven. 

No. 296, the Metroliner Service from Washington, is extended on Sundays to New 
Haven, while no. 290 leaving at 3pm now terminates in New York. No. 124, the Met- 
roliner Service from Washington, no longer runs on Sunday, nor does its counterpart 
no. 125 from New York at 6pm. ; 

The NIGHT OWL between Boston and Washington, and the MONTREALER be- 
tween Springfield and Washington are now the only. Corridor trains carrying baggage 
cars, for checked baggage and bicycles. 

On the Empire Corridor, all trains between Niagara Falls NY and Buffalo Depew 
Street (30 miles) have had 10mins removed from their running times. No. 57, the 
page 8 a : 


7:30am weekday BEAR MOUNTAIN from Grand Central, has 10mins added to its 
schedule. To help fill the gap created when no. 69 the ADIRONDACK’S departure 
from Grand Central moved from 10:45am to 2pm, no. 73, the EMPIRE STATE EX- 
PRESS advanced its departure by 45mins to noon. No. 71, the daily SLEEPY HOL- 
LOW departing at 2:45pm is dropped. No. 77, the 4:34pm HUDSON HIGHLANDER, 
becomes daily. No. 79, the RIP VAN WINKLE, previously running only Sat & Sun at 
8:45pm from Grand Central, now operates daily except Sat, with 10mins cut from the 
schedule, and runs on Sunday at no. 55 at 11:30pm. 

No. 78, the Sat-only 7:30am HUDSON HIGHLANDER departure from Albany, 
becomes no. 78, the BEAR MOUNTAIN, operating daily except Sun from Schenectady 
at 7:18pm. To compensate, no. 54, the weekday 11:30am BEAR MOUNTAIN (no. 
56 Sat & Sun) becomes weekends-only as no. 56 the HUDSON HIGHLANDER. Week- 
day passengers can use no. 48, the LAKE SHORE LIMITED 40mins earlier at 10:50am. 
The four remaining afternoon trains have had their times shifted to allow for the 
ADIRONDACK’s winter schedule, operating 3hrs later. 

An Amtrak New York City Shuttle van begins operating with five departures 
from Penn Station and six from Grand Central, with from just over an hour to just 
over two hours’ connecting time between trains. When there is no shuttle listed, a 
taxi transfer is recommended. 

While the shuttle’s introduction is certainly welcome, experienced travelers with 
luggage could make an earlier train from Penn Station and could take a later train 
to Penn Station by taking a taxi, if the connecting trains run on time. Using the 
subway, transfer from train to train averages 30mins or less. Five of the six transfers 
leave Grand Central shortly after train arrival, while in the opposite direction, the 
vans leave Penn Station 45mins before train departure from Grand Central, and 
therefore often well over an hour after the suggested train arrivals at Penn Station. 
The arrangement is a fair one, given that I could recommend to people to use the 
waiting room in Penn Station, but certainly not the one at Grand Central, The cost 
is $2 per person ($1 for children) when the value of the train ticket is less than 
$150. For longer trips, there is no charge. Passengers book the van when buying 
train tickets, and presumably they then learn where they can find it. I shall go 
looking in early November. 

All Harrisburg-Philadelphia direction Keystone trains have had 10mins added to 
their schedules. kkk 


On Oct 17 at 4:35am an Amtrak work train plowed into the rear of a Conrail 
freight about two miles east of the Stamford station, injuring six crewmembers and 
disrupting Amtrak and Metro-North train service for most of the day. Amtrak pas- 
sengers were bused between Penn Station and New Haven, and Metro-North riders 
between Stamford and South Norwalk. Human error is the most likely cause, ac- 
cording to first reports. The story rated a front-page picture in the New York Times 
and a split page story. The photo showed the front end of the lead Amtrak locomo- 
tive demolished, and an overturned Conrail caboose. 

The same day, during the afternoon rush hour, a Poughkeepsie-bound train side- 
swiped a Brewster-bound train in the tunnel under East 55th Street and Park Avenue, 
derailing the two Poughkeepsie train locomotives and gashing the sides of the Brew- 
ster train cars. There were no injuries, but 15 trains were delayed more than 90mins.

If the 20 additional M-3 cars are delivered to Metro-North on time, then the 
final three locomotive-hauled Brewster rush-hour trains will be converted by the Oc- 
tober timetable change. 

New York Governor Mario Cuomo requested on Oct 18 that President Reagan 
order a second 120-day “cooling off’ period in the Long Island Rail Road contract 
dispute that would have shut down the railroad serving 175,000 daily riders. 

The New York City Transit Authority has allocated $14 million for new city 
police radios for its transit patrolmen, a new base center and new consoles to im- 
prove communications between employees. On Oct 18 there were three subway 
fires and one derailment but no injuries. (continued on page 20) page 9

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On the Route of Harry Truman 


As a supporter of Amtrak, I have made many trips to the station in my home 
city of Lima, Ohio. A handful of people are there each morning, waiting to board 
the BROADWAY-CAPITOL LIMITED to Chicago. Another handful are there each 
evening, waiting to board the BROADWAY-CAPITOL LIMITED to points east of 
Lima. Rarely have I seen more than 40 people at the station, including both passen- 
gers and those meeting them. One can imagine the thrill of seeing not five, nor 40, 
but 20,000 people at one’s local station! 

This happened on October 12, as President Reagan passed thru Lima on the 
“Heartland Special,” which ran between Dayton and Perrysburg on the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Stops were made at Sidney, Lima, Ottawa and Deshler. Twenty-thousand were 
at the Lima Amtrak station, with 15,000.at Sidney and 10,000 at Ottawa. Many 
more thousands came out in smaller towns and lined the tracks to catch a glimpse of 
the President and to see the train. 

Great efforts were taken to clean up the Amtrak site in Lima. Most of this was 
done by the county. Fifteen men worked at the site for several days before Reagan’s 
arrival. Weeds were pulled, the lot was graded, trash was picked up, and holes were 
filled in with asphalt. Crews from the Chessie System and Conrail were also in evi- 
dence. A large mural was painted just east of the station on a vacant building. This 
mural showed President Reagan in the suit of a conductor standing by a Lima-built 
steam locomotive. After the President’s arrival, he signed his initials to the mural, 
which will remain permanently. 

One noticed the security immediately. To enter the Amtrak station site, one had 
to pass thru metal detectors operated by the Secret Service. Perhaps 30 agents were 
immediately in front of the station, operating these. The crossings were closed after

the pilot train passed, and were kept closed until the special had passed. This was 
done the entire length of the journey. Local sheriff's department deputies kept the 
crossings blockaded, and four secret service men were assigned to each mile of track 
for the entire journey. The track was swept for mines a half-hour before the pilot 
train passed. The track had been photographed from the air before the trip. Each 
section of track was assigned a number so that its location could be noted from the 
air as the train proceeded. 

President Reagan arrived in Lima about 30 minutes late, coming in at 3:45pm. 
There were three trains connected with his visit. The first train, a pilot train carrying 
Secret Service agents, arrived at 3:35pm. This train consisted of two Chessie System 
units and three cabooses. The final train nad a.similar consist, and followed the 
“Heartland Special’? by about 10 minutes. 

The “Heartland Special” was a sight to behold. Chessie engine 4444 which had 
a huge sign on its side, was decked out with American flags. The area below the cab 
window was painted black and had the President’s seal mounted, along with the name 
of the special. An American flag and the President’s flag were on top of the cab. 
This unit was followed by two Amtrak units. An Amtrak consist of 10 cars followed, 
including three lounges and two baggage cars. The Amtrak cars were followed by 
three heavyweight cars. First came the “Virginian” in Pullman green. This was fol- 
lowed by a Chessie System business car. This car was perhaps for security, for a 
SWAT team was noted in the vestibule as the train left Lima. The President’s car 
brought up the rear of the train. He rode in the “Ferdinand Magellan”, a car built 
in 1928 and outfitted for Presidential use in 1942. The car weighs 142 tons because 
of armor, and it has three-inch bulletproof glass windows. Mamie Eisenhower was the 
most recent member of a President’s family to use this car, and since 1959 it has been 
in the Gold Coast Railroad Museum in Florida. The car appeared to be in good con- 
dition. 

A smiling President was on the rear platform as the train arrived at the station, 
and he remained on the platform for several blocks after the train left. One hopes 
that if President Reagan is re-elected, he will still look kindly on Amtrak appropria- 


tions and remember how much this very personal form of transportation is needed 
across Our country. page 13

by 1985, hopefully putting to rest the danger 
of single-tracking the line. We rode the plat- 
form for awhile with former NARP Director 
Tom Kenefec of Springfield and passed the 
eastbound LAKE SHORE LIMITED just west 
of the Central Vermont diamond at Palmer. 

At Springfield, | was the first off the train 
and ran right into Congressman Conte, who 
greeted me with “I figured you'd be on board 
today!’ The focus of this ceremony was a trib- 
ute to the Congressman by Amtrak for his sup- 
port over his quarter century in Congress of 
rail passenger service, as delivered by Amtrak 
VP Bill Norman.|t doesn’t hurt in an election 
year, even tho he has never had anything but 
token opposition, never won by less than 80% 
of the vote, and most years is nominated by 
Republican and Democratic parties. 

We departed at 1:45pm. Our first stop in 
Connecticut was Windsor Locks, even tho our 
press book lists it as being in Massachusetts 
(creative geography by Amtrak). En route, we 
learn Amtrak is planning a new station in 
Springfield in the next three years, evidently 
part of the $19 million Inland Route upgrade. 
The station is said to be on the Conn. River 
line, solving the MONTREALER backup prob- 
lem but creating the same problem for the 
LAKE SHORE unless it is close enough to build 
an east-west platform on the B&A line. 

We arrived at Windsor Locks’ tiny shelter 
south of town at the I-91 interchange, where 
there were about 100 people. A group of 
senior citizens boarded for the ride south. At 
2:30pm we were underway. En route, Bill 
Ensign observed philosophically that if Am- 
trak has learned anything in 13 years it is how 
to throw a party! |Back in car 353 the steward 
cuts a red, white and blue chocolate marble 
cake and keeps refilling our plates as soon as 
we finish a piece of it. At Hartford, we jumped 
off the rear platform for a ceremony in front 
of a small crowd. An official told me work has 
begun on the initial phase of turning the sta- 
tion into an intermodal center. | 

The train left at 3:05pm. The stations were; 
now close together, and we stopped quickly at 
Bertin at the classic old depot on the south’ 
-bound track. We hoped the dispatcher was pro 
-tecting our train, as the crowd streamed across 
the northbound track. We were underway at 
3:35pm for the short jaunt to Meriden. 

Former NARP Director Jim Ullman had 
half the town out, and had them at a fever 
pitch for the event. Amtrak VP Bill Norman 
told the crowd that Uliman had been telling 


him since he arrived at Amtrak five years ago 
to put on an [Inland Route train, and he’s glad 
he finally could do it. 

We departed at 4:05pm for Wallingford. 
En route, Alan Yorker of Georgia ARP, a Con- 
necticut native, representing NARP President 
John Martin, appeared. Alan has just signed a 
special charter contract with Amtrak for an 
Atlanta-Jacksonville special football train to 
operate a weekend in November. It had been 
in the works for two years! 

At New Haven a real treat awaited us. A 
tour of the old passenger station currently 
under reconstruction awaited us. Closed since 
1973, the present station sits in the old pedes- 
trian tunnel. We've been hearing for a long 
time that the whole NEC project is just a gold 
plating of the railroad, and thought it had to 
be a rumor until | saw the ceiling of the old 
station. You guessed it—it’s being painted gold. 
In fact, several different experimental paint 
schemes had been tested. Gold leaf was not 
used as it was too expensive, but the imitation 
looks good. Also, an imitation marble being 
used on the walls looks realistic too. The 
structure will be air conditioned and is expect- 
ed to open in spring, 1985. Trailways has 
signed a contract to operate there, and they 
are hopeful that Greyhound will soon. 

About 5:45pm we boarded the northbound 
return train which departed at 6pm. Gourmet 
box suppers were served, consisting of turkey 
club sandwiches, chips, cookies and apples. 
Unfortunately, Elliott and | had to depart at 
Sprignfield as my car was there from this morn- 
ing. As the special train pulled out eastbound, 
the westbound LAKE SHORE pulled in at 
7:40pm. Amtrak could easily obtain a second 
inland Route connecting train by re-scheduling 
a southbound Connecticut Valley train to con- 
nect from the westbound LAKE SHORE. A 


} northbound Connecticut Valley train already 


connects with the eastbound LAKE SHORE. 
Perhaps the next schedule will correct this 
inequity. 

Another idea: Now that the Inland Route 
schedule is in effect, these trains operate at 
times in both directions that would allow. thru 
cars to be exchanged with the MAPLE LEAF 
at Albany to and from Toronto if the train 
were extended 100 miles west of Springfield. 
Under the present schedule, the BAY STATE 
will be thru cars on/off the COLONIAL at 
New Haven seven days per week northbound 
and Mon-Fri southbound. Sat & Sun south- 
bound cars will go onto the PATRIOT. 


DEADLINE FOR TRAIN RATINGS APPROACHING

for the first time to tally them, thus saving us much time and ensuring greater accur- 
acy. We’ll publish the next results as soon as all entries are in and they are entered 


into our computer. A rating form appears on page 23. 
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TXED TRAIN! 


°S AUTO TRAIN is one year old on Oct 30. On Oct 15 it began daily 
Pia et ies it.had been running at 60% of its maximum consist, and when 
daily service started, the trains were cut in half—each being 30% of maximum, re- 
ports Robert Clark. But the shorter trains still used two P-30 engines each. The 
number of revenue cars being operated is the same as before Oct 15, but Amtrak 
must also operate an extra dorm sleeper, lounge and table car. Also, head-end 
crew costs increase from three days to seven days, notes Mr. Clark, so it is difficult 
to see the revenue-producing ability of this operation unless business increases mark- 
edly. About half of Amtrak’s AUTO TRAIN equipment remains idle. The first 
daily (northbound) run used nine passenger cars and seven auto carriers—a new record 
for shortest train. Train size remained about the same during the first week of daily 
operation, except on Oct 16 northbound and Oct 18 southbound, 11 & 14 and 13 & 
14 cars were used respectively, probably a result of previous reservations made during 
the tri-weekly period. Amtrak is now using the following P-30 engines in its AUTO 
TRAIN pool: 700, 703, 705, 707, 711, 714, 722, and 724. The short trains have 
been arriving 14 hours early at Sanford, while the larger train under tri-weekly op- 
eration using arrived approximately on es

AMTRAK IS PREDICTING that AUTO TRAIN patronage will more than double 
in the first year of daily operation—to 140,000 passengers, according to an Orlando 
Sentinel report. It will garner $28 million in revenue, for a profit of $4 million. 
Congress has required that AUTO TRAIN be profitable in its first year of operation, 
which ends Oct 30..... 

AMTRAR’S SEPTEMBER PATRONAGE was up 2.0% from Sep 1983. The NE 
Corridor was up 4.7%, short distance up 1.9%, and long distance down 5.4%. Total 
September patronage was 1,496,500. We’ll have the complete figures next issue... 

THE BULLET TRAIN is not without opposition in Southern California. Recent 
ads have announced the formation of the Taxpayers Against The Bullet Train, head- 
quartered in Carlsbad CA. The ads are headlined ‘‘What is the dumbest, most useless 
and un-needed thing you’ve heard of lately? How about...THE BULLET TRAIN!

THE SILVER PALM could very likely be discontinued in November, with the 
last run being Nov 25. NARP is asking Florida residents to write their legislators 
asking them to work for continuation of the train. Florida has asked Amtrak to 
extend the GULF COAST LIMITED from Mobile to Jacksonville FL, but it would 
be difficult to do this if the SILVER PALM is dropped, NARP noted. State officials 
said that only 40% of operating costs have been covered by the train’s revenues, and 
the state requires that it reach 60%, under current law. From Jan thru July, the 
train’s operating costs were $1,698,459 while its revenues were $679,826, the state 
DOT calculated. The DOT plans to drop its subsidy, which contract expires Nov 20... 

THE RIVER CITIES sleeping car service will be dropped by Amtrak after Nov 11, 
according to present plans. NARP has asked Amtrak not to discontinue the service 
yet, however, arguing that it has not yet received a fair test..... 

THE UNION PACIFIC is asking the ICC for trackage rights over 1100 miles of 
the consolidated SP-Santa Fe railroad system..... 
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THE SOUTHWEST LIMITED is renamed the SOUTHWEST CHIEF effective Oct 
28. Amtrak said the name CHIEF, which is owned by Santa Fe, is. being added “‘to 
reflect a number of service improvements which will be implemented. over the next 
few months. Plans include complimentary hors d’oeuvres, bingo and other features 
to provide a cruise-like atmosphere for which trains on this route were long noted’’... 

AMTRAK’S OCTOBER TIMETABLE, effective : 
thru next Apr 27, was available by about the middle 
of October. The new publication features what must 
be one of Amtrak officials’ favorite train photos, 
shown at right. The same photo has been used on 
the cover of two previous system timetables—the 
Apr 27, 1980 and the Oct 26, 1980 editions. The 
present publication is distinguished by bands of 
light green color setting off the cover photo..... 

DINING CAR MENU changes on Amtrak were 
described this month by NARP. They are due to 
come in January. That month, pre-plated meals 
will end in Amtrak diners, in favor of more indi- 
vidual preparation by the train’s chef, and more 
variety, including regional variations in preparing 
standard entree foods such as beef, chicken and 
fish. Grilled steak and vegetable lasagna will remain == = 
on the menu, but will be pan-cooked. At lunch, there will be hot roast turkey sand- 
wiches and specialties such as roast beef and corned beef. At breakfast, the appar- 
ently unpopular Belgian waffle selection will be dropped, and added will be “original 
railroad” half-inch thick French toast. On some Eastern trains, ceramic plates 
rather than plastic ones will be tried..... 

RTN’S PETER BRETZ wrote Pres. Claytor of Amtrak about his Metroliner 
trip to San Diego which ended 40 mins late (see RTN 299), and asked for a refund 
of the $5 extra fare. Mr. Claytor replied and said Amtrak would happily refund 
the five-spot. Concérning Peter’s suggestions for improved service, Claytor said “I 
am not convinced that the potential revenue from a Club Car service on the San 
Diegans cculd meet that of the current Metroliner Service. Additionally, given our 
equipment limitations, any overall benefits for Amtrak would be marginal as cars 
would have to be removed from trains with an established patronage.” He said Am- 
trak is considering installing timers on the LAUPT lighting 

NEW TRAIN INAUGURALS: Kevin Gregoire reported on the BAY STATE in- 
augural on page 4 of this issue. The VIRGINIAN inaugural is at 6am on Oct 29 at 
Richmond, with a local Congressman on hand. The CONNECTICUT YANKEE gets 
its inaugural at 6:55am the same day as it leaves Springfield. The FAST MAIL has 
the earliest-hour inaugural of all, before its Washington departure of 1:45am on Oct 
30. The Governor, a Senator and a Congressman will all be on hand when the south- 
bound EAGLE makes its first stop in Arkadelphia AR on Oct 29. On Nov 7 the Gov 
-ernor of New Mexico will ride the SOUTHWEST CHIEF from Raton to Gallup to 
publicize the 50th anniversary of that state’s Department of Tourism. The two latter 
events will both be attended by Amtrak Government Affairs VP Jim English... 

LINDSAY AND PORTERVILLE will be dropped as stops for the SAN JOAQUIN 
Hanford-Porterville bus connection Oct 28. The Riverbank/Modesto bus connection 
can now have its fare included in the Amtrak ticket..... 

THE AMTRAK BOARD of Directors at their Oct 24 meeting approved spending 
$13,400,000 for 10 remanufactured F40PH locomotives, rebuilt from 10 SDP40F 
engines now in storage..... 

STATE OF ALASKA and the Federal Government will complete transfer of the 
Alaska Railroad to the state on Jan 5, according to an Oct 16 DOT announcement..... 

A DEDICATED BUS for the CARDINAL between Richmond and Charlottesville 
VA is now listed in the October Amtrak timetable. It connects with the COLONIAL 
train 94 but not 95..... 

News in this issue is updated thru October 27, 1984. 
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_THE SAN JOAQUIN begins serving the Antioch CA station Oct 28. There was 
an inaugural for the new stop at 10am Oct 26. Train 708 brought celebrants from 
the Bay Area to the new stop, and a ceremony began before the arrival of train 711 
from Bakersfield, whereupon the latter vehiele participated in a christening ceremo- 
ny. Antioch also serves Pittsburg, about four miles west, and the Amtrak timetable 
refers to the stop as Antioch-Pittsburg. Antioch lost rail passenger service in 1962 
when the Santa Fe San Joaquin Valley mail train dropped it as a stop. Service con- 
tinued for Pittsburg on both the SP SAN JOAQUIN DAYLIGHT and the Santa Fe 
SAN FRANCISCO CHIEF until Amtrak.took over May 1, 1971. 

___BN’S STAMPEDE PASS in Washington was quietly reopened Sep 10, but there 
is as yet no rail traffic on it. Signals are available as far west as Cle Elum. This may 
signal abandonment of the idea of removing all the signals from the line. Also, the 
Morrison Knudsen company has been examining Snoqualmie Pass—all this as BN’s 
Washington State route study nears completion. 

THE WASHINGTON ASSOCIATION of RR Passengers has formed a South Cen- 
tral Washington Committee to monitor developments in re-establishing rail service 
between Seattle and the Yakima and Tri-Cities areas. 

NORTHWESTERN PACIFIC RAILROAD approval from ICC for sale of the line 
i Recife, apa it * million has apparently not come yet.

TRAIN RIDERS’ ASSOCIATION of California held Pedal anon ; 
Oct 20 in San Francisco. President Richard Tolmach outlined the progress made by 
the six-month-old organization, which has already attracted 400 paid members. The 
main purpose of TRAC is to lobby the Legislature and Governor for more trains, 
noted Tolmach. To this end, TRAC has taken the apparently unprecedented step 
among rail passenger organizations of retaining a professional lobbyist to work on 
the group’s behalf in the State Capitol. 

The lobbyist is Jerry Meral, Executive Director of the respected Planning and 
Conservation League. Meral, a long-time train user and NARP member, is well known 
to legislators for his effective work on state water issues and other conservation top- 
ics. TRAC is now a member of the PCL Board, joining organizations such as the 
Audubon Society, Friends of the River, and Californians Against Waste (the “bottle 
bill” proponents). 

Meral has already persuaded key legislators to sign letters to the Governor urging 
new service between Los Angeles and Santa Barbara and between San Francisco, Sac- 
ramento, and Reno. In Southern California, prominent Republican Senator Ed Davis 
asked the Governor to implement a Santa Barbara train, citing a San Fernando Valley 


-Ventura County market of several million people, and intolerable highway congestion. 


Fresno Assemblyman Jim Costa called for a third SAN JOAQUIN and asked the Gov- 
ernor : safeguard the state’s interests in the proposed Southern Pacific-Santa Fe mer- 
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ver, including provision fur service betweeu Lathrop, Stockton and Sacramento and 
hetween Bakersfield and Los Angeles. 

In his address to the TRAC meeting, Meral said it was fortunate that trains have 
almost no legislative opposition. But he cautioned that the relatively small number 
of rai} advocates means that each must make a special eftort to write legislators ex- 
pressing the need for more train service, and thanking legislators for actions which 
support trains. 

TRAC Board Member Leif Lange then spoke to the conference. Lange, a NARP 
director and former SPIRIT OF CALIFORNIA marketing campaign chairman, dis- 
cussed his Aug 31 meeting with state Business, Transportation and Housing Agency 
Secretary Kirk West and West's transportatation deputy, Dana Reed. The meeting 
was organized by Jerry Meral, who also attended. Reed had presented the Deukme- 
jian Administration's position as favoring new trains. in certain markets, but funded 
only with money saved from existing operations, or with money from a special 
energy fund, the Petroleum Violation Escrow Account. Specific services which the 
Administration may support include a third SAN JOAQUIN via Sacramento, and a 
Los Angeles-Santa Barbara extension of a SAN DIEGAN train. Nevada must commit 
funds before Reno service can be considered. 

In his conference address, Lange commended the Administration for managing 
existing train service in a more cost-effective manner than had the Brown Administra- 
tion. Formation of the SAN JOAQUIN Task Force, a group of 200 local government, 
business and community leaders who contribute ideas on improving the train’s per- 
formance, exemplifies the new attitude. Innovative marketing activities by the Deuk- 
majian Administration have boosted the trains’ ridership and revenue/cost ratio. 

Another featured speaker at the TRAC meeting was Greg Thompson, former Cit- 


_izens for Rail Calif ornia President and San Diego Trolley planner. Thompson is now 


completing a doctorate at the University of California, Irvine. Thompson looked 
beyond TRAC’s modest short-term rail expansion program to confront the problems 
facing a substantial California rail revival. Thompson listed three areas that must be 
addressed if rail is to realize its full potential in the state. The railroads’ high cost 
structure must be lowered. Willingness must be found to make major capital invest- 
ments to improve the infrastructure where topography restricts speeds and parallel, 
direct highway facilities have captured the former rail market. And institutional 
rigidities which hinder attainment of goals must be eased. Thompson believes that a 
state rail agency must be prepared to confront these issues head-on. 

Finally, meeting participants heard from Art Lloyd, Amtrak’s Regional Director 
of Corporate Communications. Lloyd indicated that a San Francisco leg of the 
SOUTHWEST CHIEF is being analyzed by Amtrak, tho no decision has been made. 
A new problem in adding stops at certain locations—for example, Victorville CA and 
Winter Park CO—is that railroads are insisting that Amtrak assume complete legal 
liability for all persons in the vicinity of these stations—including non-passengers. 
This problem has even prevented a shelter from being erected at an existing stop, 
Wasco in the San Joaquin Valley. 

TRAC’s next meeting will be a joint gathering with NARP Region 12.0n Feb 9 
in Fullerton. —Roger Hooson
